nearly four months. .Mr. titraus ap- 
peared m.a h fatigued and showed the 
effects of the illness tbat overcame him 
in Pilestine in the first week In April 
and i.reventKl his be'ng iiresent on 
.April the 1.") at the seventh internation- 
h1 congress ugainst tuberculo j-i in 
Rome, to which be was sent by Presi- 
dent Taft as the senior American dele 
>;ate. 

Mr. Straus was in Kome when he was 
informed of the deaths of bis brother, 
Isidor btraus and Mrs. Straus, in the 
Titanic disaster. Those who were with 
him at the pier last night .'•aid that he 
had dreaded ibe homtcnming because 
of the unavoidable revival of the 
thoughts af the trav;t(lv. He left the 
pin immediately and w.-is driven to his 
home. In reaponae to questions lie 
84id : 

"There Is such a shadow of sorrow 

hanging over m\ lieart that I am not 
io a condition to talk. Kiit I want to 
talia this opportunity to express my 
heattfelt tbaokk for tbe overwhelming 
tokens of sympathy which have poured 
forth from all paits of the world. The 
one gleam of cousolation 1 find in the 
darkness is the thought tbat it was a 
Jew and a Jewesa who gave to tbe 
world this example of self-sacrifice', 
heroism and mutual love. 

"I have always heard a good deal of 
Christian love, but it is too of tea found 
wanting. I thought that by golag to 
Palestine to the fountain head I should 
surely find it. I return more bewilder- 
ed than ever in tbe mutual hatred ef 
the bcUevera in the various creeds. 

'•Tiirki-h soldiers of the Moslem faith 
guard tile Holy Seputclire to keep the 
peace between the Greek Church and 
Roman, while these same Christians 
I unite in persecnting the race from 
j which their Saviour sprang. 'Love one 
iinoiher' went forth the niaodate from 
Jerusalem, and how pitifully haaitbien 
forgotten. Will it ever be thus? 

"In the Titanic tragedy all creeds 
were at least united in the brotlieriiooci 
of death. If one could only ho|>« fur u 
brotherhood of Hfe! Why wait for 
.death to teach us tbe lesson of human
